POINT FOUR AGREEMENT WITH DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

The United States recently conelvded a Point Four General Agreement with the 
Dominican Republic, xeceording to an announcement by the Technical Cooperation Adiminis- 
tration. The Agreement was formalized in Ciudad Trujillo by an exchange of notes between 
Ambassador Ralph H. Ackerman representing the United States, and Foreign Affairs Secre- 
tary Virgilio Diaz Ordonez representing the Dominican Republic. 

Since 1942 the U. S. Department of Agriculture has been carrying on rubber research 
in cooperation with the Dominican Republic. This werk is continuing under Point Four. 
The American technician doing part-time research is Arthur W. Bechtel of Pennsylvania, 
The signing of the General Agreement paves the way for cooperation between the two 
governments on other specific Point Four projects. 

The Dominican Republie is approximately the size of South Carolina. It occupies the 
Eastern two-thirds of the {sland ot Hispaniola, in the West Indies. The population of the 
Republic according to the 1950 census was estimated at 2,100,000, four-fifths of the people 
living in rural areas. The Dominican economy is basically agricultural. Sugar provides 
approximately one-half the value of all exports. Coffee and cacao also are important 
expert products, 


POINT FOUR AGREEMENT WITH COLOMBIA 


The Technical Cooperation Administration announced the conclusion of a Point Four 
General Agreement between the United States and Colombia. Representing their Govern- 
ments at the signing in Bogota were U. S. Ambassador Willard L. Beaulac and Colombian 
Foreign Minister Gonzalo Restrepo Jaramillo. 

The conclusion of this General Agreement paves the way for the negotiation of special 
project ogreements designed to help Colombia carry out her economic development plans.

INCE 1889 The New Orleans Board of 

Trade, Ltd., has been in the forefront in 
the development of the Port of New Or- 
leans and in the promotion of foreign 
trade between the Midcontinent area and 
the rest of the world. These promotional 
activities have taken various forms down 
through the years changing with the de- 
velopment of new business methods. 

Today the Board of Trade performs two 
services which are vital to the movement 
of foreign commerce through the Port. 
These are the grain inspection and vessel 
reporting services. The Grain Inspection 
Department of the Board of Trade an- 
nually inspects 50 million bushels of grain 
originating in the Midcontinent area. This 
grain is shipped through the Port to all 
parts of the world. The grain inspection 
certificates issued by the Board of Trade 
are recognized throughout the world for 
their reliability and accuracy. 

The vessel reporting service furnishes to 
the steamship agents and operators and 
other related interests information as to 
the movement of ships both in and out of 
the port, and in addition provides a means 
of placing messages and landing orders 
aboard the vessels. 

The organization is active in many other 
ways. Authoritative statistical informa- 
tion is furnished on grain exports and 
coffee imports. The Board of Trade takes 
an active part in legislative matters con- 
cerning the welfare of the Port on local, 
state, and national levels. 

In the promotion of foreign trade the 
Board of Trade works closely with other 
civic and trade promotional groups both 
local, regional and national. Some of the 
major activities co-sponsored during the 
past year were: the Committee to Facili- 
tate Commerce Through the Port of New 
Orleans; the Mississippi Valley World 
Trade Conference held in New Orleans; 
the New Orleans Exhibit at the First 
United States International Trade Fair 
in Chicago; the Fourth National Industry- 
Army Conference conducted in New Or- 
leans; along with the Tulane College of 
Commerce and Business Administration 
and other civic and trade organizations 
we sponsored the Institute on Foreign 
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Transportation and Port Operations. In 
addition, we have acted as co-hosts to 
many of the visiting foreign trade delega- 
tions from South American and European 
countries. The organization was among 
the founding members of world-famous 
International House. 

The Board of Trade is prepared to take 
an active part in the future development 
of the Port of New Orleans and to facili- 
tate the movement of foreign commerce 
over our wharves.

BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
PoRT OF NEW ORLEANS 


HE Port of New Orleans half a century | 
ago was in a period of transition. This 


change which was taking place was 
destined to have far-reaching effect on the 
commerce of the city and most of the 
South. Still later it was to have an impor- 
tant bearing on a large portion of the 
entire nation’s trade. 

At the turn of the century control of the 
port was moving out of the hands of the 
city and into those of the Board of Com- 
missioners of the Port of New Orleans. 
Actually, the Board had been created and 
vested with the power of directing and 
regulating port activities in 1896, but for 
all practical purposes, it did not gain con- 
trol until 1901 when the last of the city’s 
leases to private contractors expired. 

What was this port like that had been 
inherited by the Board? The wharves were 
crude, wooden affairs; some were ram- 
shackled and in bad need of repair. There 
were only three wharf sheds and they were 
of rough and makeshift construction. Fire 
protection was practically unknown. There 
Was no pavement; all save five of the 
approaches to the wharves were mud. 
Cargo was transported to and from the 
wharves by wagon, although some of the 
railroads had their own private terminals. 
Motorized stevedoring equipment was also 
unknown. 

During the following two years the 
Board spent $475,000 on wharf improve- 


ment. Constructed then was the first steel | 


wharf shed at Henderson Street (now 
known as the Robin Street Wharf). By 
1910 great advances had been made. Dur- 
ing those first years the Board had con- 
structed 23,500 feet of new wharves from 
Louisiana Avenue to Clouet Street. By 
that time 82 per cent of the New Orleans 
port commerce was going over the public 
wharves and 18 per cent through private 

terminals. 
Another important forward move during

BUDD ADDRESSES TRAFFIC CLUB OF NEW ORLEANS 


The elevation of freight forwarding to 
the status of a recognized profession was 
the subject of an address by John F. Budd, 
editor and publisher of the Custom House 
Guide and American Import & Export Bulle- 
tin, and executive secretary of the Customs 
Brokers and Forwarders Association of 
America, Inc., at the Roosevelt Hotel, New 
Orleans. The meeting which he addressed 
was under the auspices of the Trattic Club 
of New Orleans. 


The meeting was attended by several hun- 
dred trattic men representing steamship and 
railroad lines, shippers, freight forwarders, 
and customs brokers—a record turnout. 
Success of the meeting was ascribed to 
Lacy Richeson, president of W. L. Richeson 
& Sons, who sparkplugged interest in the 
function, Budd was introduced by J. W. 
Allen, president of the Forwarding Agents 
Foreign Freight Brokers Association of 
New Orleans. 


CBFAA PROTEST CURTAILMENT OF CUSTOMS FUNDS 


The threat of further curtailment of 
funds for the U.S. Customs Service has been 
protested by the Customs Brokers and For- 
warders Association of America, Ine. 

The CBFAA pointed out to Congress that, 
through ECA and similar programs, the 
United States spends and donates billions of 
dollars for the promotion of exports, in or- 


der to obtain imports which supply dellars 
te friendly nations. However “through 
parsimony in Customs appropriations we 
throttle the very imports for which we 
have paid.” 

Stating that this situation “does not make 
sense.” the national industry body recalled 
that Customs suffered nearly total collapse

SUPPLEMENTARY REGULATION 9 TO OPS GENERAL CEILING PRICE 
REGULATION: CEILINGS FOR MERCHANT EXPORTERS 


The OPS has issued Supplementary Regulation No. 9 to the General Ceiling Price Regu- 
lation, effective March 5, 1951, granting authority to “merchant exporters” to fulfill written 
contracts for sales made prior to Januury 24, i951 (the date of issuance of the General 
Ceiling Price Regulation). Text of the regulation is attached. Section 1 of the new regu- 
lation also gives authority to “merchant exporters” to fulfill contracts for export sales 
made between January 26 and February 2 that were based on firm written offers made { 
by such exporters prior to January 26. The new regulation, however, requires that the i 
price paid by the “merchant exporter” acquiring the commodity not exceed the applicable 


ceiling price of the supplier. 
“Merchant exporters” making shipments in accordance with provisions of Regulation 
% of GCPR must preserve for examination by the OPS all documents and records that will 
substantiate that each transaction has complied fully as set forth in Section 3 of the ; 
regulation. 

The new regulation does not grant relief to “producer exporters" who ship the vast ! 
bulk of manufactured exports. It does not permit “merchant exporters” to pay higher ; 
prices than applicable ceiling prices on their buying contracts. “Merchant exporters” will 
be required to request rollbacks to GCPR prices to obtain merchandise from manufacturers : 


if they contracted to buy at above ceiling prices prior to January 26.

This Supplementary Regulation fi 
grants authority, as provided in Sec. 3, to merchant exporters to fulfill written contracts ; 
tor export sales made prior to Jan. 26 when the General Ceiling Price Regulation was i 
issued and authority to merchant exporters to fulfill contracts for export sales made i 
between Jan. 26 and Feb. 2 which were based on firm written offers made by merchant 
exporters prior to Jan. 26. This authority is not granted to a producer exporter. 

Sec. 2. Definitions. When used in this regulation, the term: 
(A) “Merchant exporter’’ means any person, firm, corporation or other legal entity which 


purchases a commodity or commodities from a supplier, takes title to same and resells 

to a toreign buyer. 
(B) “Producer exporter’ means a manufacturer or prime producer of the commodity to be ii 
exported, or a wholly owned subsidiary corporation of the manufacturer or prime producer, 
which sells or delivers to a foreign buyer. : 

(C) “Export sale” is a sale to a person located outside the continental United States, its 


territories or possessions, by a seller who invoices it and who directly or through the 
seller’s or the buyer's agent effects delivery to a carrier for transportation from the con- 
tinental United States, its territories or possessions, to a point Outside thereof, regardless | 


of whether the invoicing is done within or outside the continental United States, its 
territories or possessions by the seller or his agent. 
All definitions used in the General Ceiling Price Regulation issued by the Director on it 
Jan. 26, 1951, which are pertinent to this Supplementary Regulation, are incorporated in 
this Suppiementary Regulation by this reference, except those which are more particularly 
detined and used herein. 
Sec. 3. Execution of Contract. If a written contract for an export sale (including | 


exchange of written or cabled offers and acceptance) was entered into by a merchant 
exporter having an office or place of business in the United States, on or before Jan. 26, 
195l—or on or betore Feb. 2, 1951, but pursuant to a firm written offer for an export 
sale made by the merchant exporter on or before Jan. 26, 1951—and such contract provides 
for delivery to a foreign buyer, such delivery may be made pursuant thereto at the con- 
tract price, provided the price paid by the merchant exporter acquiring the commodity 
does not exceed the applicable ceiling price of the supplier.

Orders for 26,356 new domestic freight 
cars Were placed in January, lifting the 
number of cars on order as of Feb. 1, 1951, 
to 144,755, the highest level in history, ac- 
cording to a joint announcemnt by the As- 
sociation of American Railroads and the 
American Railway Car Institute.

De- 
liveries of new cars in January increased 
slixhtly to 5,949, as compared with 5,700 in 
December leliveries still are being re- 
stricted by the limited quantities of steel 
received by carbuilders and railroad shops 
during the fourth quarter of 1950. Begin- 
ning with January, 10,000 car-sets of steel 
are being allocated monthly by the National 
Production Authority, and production is ex- 
Pected to climb to corresponding levels by 
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April or May, after the customary 90-day 
lead time for fabrication and assembly of 
the steel after it is received from the mills. 


The New York Central Railroad has an- 
nounced the largest locomotive order in its 
history: 387 units of new diesel-electric mo- 
tive power at a cost of approximately $64,- 
000.000. The locomotive order, divided among 
four manufacturers, is believed to be also 
the largest ever placed by any railroad. It 
consists of 270 road freight units, 30 road 
passenger units, 54 road switchers and 33 
yard switchers. 

Delivery of the new locomotives is ex- 
pected to begin in May and to be completed 
during the second quarter of 1952. They will 
increase the diesel-electric ownership of the 
Central and its affiliates to 1,642 units with 
a total of 2,091,100 horsepower. .. James J. 
Frawley has been appointed vice presi- 
dent—operations and maintenance, of the 
New York Central System, with headquar- 
ters at New York City. In this position, he 
succeeds Frank J. Jerome who was ap- 
pointed executive vice president.

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that first decade was the construction of 
the Public Belt Railroad which began 
active operation in 1908. Of inestimable 
value to port activity, the Public Belt met 
the increasing need of switching facilities 
for freight cars from one terminal to 
another. 

Credited with taking the initial steps 
toward formation of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Port of New Orleans and the 
Public Belt Railroad Commission were a 
group of the city’s civic and business 
leaders. 

Leaders from the same general civic 
organizations and private firms met on 
May 29, 1914, and formed what was to be 
known as the New Orleans Joint Traffic 
Bureau. Their purpose was to secure an 
adequate interior rate structure in order 
that the port might not be faced with an 
unfavorable freight rate balance which 
would tend to promote the development of 
other Gulf ports at the expense of New 
Orleans. 

The second decade of this century saw 
the carrying out of a vast program of 
expansion of the public port facilities by 
the Board of Commissioners. The cotton 
warehouses (now known as the Public 
Commodity Warehouse) were built in 1915. 
The warehouses cover an area totaling 
85.5 acres with dockage of 2012 feet in 
length. It was built in order to bring about 
greatest possible efficiency in handling of 
increased cotton exports. 

During the spring of that same year it 
became evident that grain handling equip- 
Ment was inadequate for unloading, stor- 
ing and loading for export. Actual con- 
struction of the elevator began October 9, 
1915, and operations ve. February 1, 
1917. The elevator has a capacity of 
2,622,000 bushels of grain. 

With the advance of industrial develop- 
ment in New Orleans there arose a great 
need for more water frontage within the 
city proper. Enterprises such as shipyards, 


ship repair plants, warehouses, and still 
others required a waterfront location. But 
the wharves and landing of the city took 
up virtually all this space. The only solu- 
tion to this problem, the Board of Commis- 
sioners and business interests concluded, 
was construction of a navigation canal 
from the river to the Pontchartrain Lake. 
An act of the state legislature, passed 
July 9, 1914, authorized the Commission 
Council of the city to select the site and 
the Board of Commissioners was author- 
ized to build the waterway. 

At first the canal was to be relatively 
small, but later it was decided to build the 
canal large enough for any size ship. To 
do that, additional funds had to be raised; 
because of this and the fact that public 
interest rose and fell, construction did not 
begin until March 15, 1918. 

Built at a cost of $19,200,000, the canal 
provides a shipping outlet for many indus- 
tries as well as space for future expansion 
of the Board of Commissioner’s wharf sys- 
tem and for industries requiring water 
frontage with constant water level. Known 
as the Inner-Harbor Navigation Canal and 
popularly as the Industrial Canal, the 
waterway may be used by even the largest 
of ships. 

The Board of Commissioners has thus 
encouraged world trade through the ex- 
pansion and improvement of its port facili- 
ties. The Board has also encouraged world 
trade in other ways. 

One of the biggest boons to foreign com- 
merce in recent years was the establish- 
ment of Foreign Trade Zone No. 2 in 1946. 
The zone occupies part of the public com- 
modity warehouse. A veritable hospitable 
island to world trade, foreign goods can be 
brought into the zone free of ordinary 
customs duties. They may be stockpiled, 
manipulated and processed in many ways. 
Only when the goods are entered into the 
United States for domestic consumption 
are duties charged. This often means size- 
able savings for foreign traders, and at

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


GENERAL CEILING PRICE REGULA- 
TION—The Office of Price Stabilization 
issued the General Coming Regula- 
tion effective January 26, 1951. Except for 
articles specifically exempt from it, this 
regulation provides for the establishment 
of ceiling prices for all commodities, includ- 
ing those that are imported. Since that 
date, the OPS has issued Supplementary 
Regulation 1 ta the GCPR, effective Febru- 
ary 1, 1951, which provides for temporary 
exemptions from price controls of certain 
specified sales (including those of strategic 
and critical materials) to Defense Agencies 
or their suppliers; Amendment 1 to Supple- 
mentary Regulation 1, effective February 7, 
1951, providing for temporary exemption 
from price controls of certain wool prod- 
ucts sold to Defense Agencies or their sup- 
pliers; and Ainendment 2 to Supplementary 
Regulation 1, effective February 16, 1951, 
clarifying Amendment 1. In addition, the 
OPS has issued Amendment 1 to the GCPR, 
effective February 11, 1951, which makes 
clear, among other things, that section 14(s) 
of the GCPR listing those agricultural com- 
modities exempt from price control also 
applies to the commodities named which are 
imported. Amendment 2 to the GCPR, ef- 
fective February 28, 1951, permits a manu- 
facturer or wholesaler to use the highest 
price at which he delivered an item during 
the base period to a purchaser of the same 
class, provided that the manufacturer or 
wholesaler made at least 10 percent of his 
total deliveries during the base period to 
that class of purchases at that price; and 
Amendment 3 to the GCPR, effective Febru- 
ary 23, 1951, which relates to the base period 
records all sellers must maintain under the 
provision of Section 16 of the regulation. 
The OPS issued Ceiling Price Regulation 7, 
effective February 27, 1951, which provides 
a formula that retailers of a wide variety 
of specified commodities can use in estab- 
lishing ceiling prices. Importers, however, 
cannot use the formula in CPR No. 7, be-

RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS 
ACT—H.R. 1612, the bill which proposes to 
extend the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act for another period of three years beyond 
its present expiration date of June 12, 1951, 
was passed by the House of Representatives 
on February 12, 1951. At the same time, 
however, the House added four amendments 
to the bill. Ome amendment reimposes the 
useless “peril point” device which was added 
to the Act by the 80th Congress in 1948, but 
which the 8lst Congress rescinded in 1949. 
The second amendment orders the inclusion 
of an extremely protectionist version of the 
“escape clause” in all agreements to be 
negotiated under the authority of this Act. 
in the future. The third amendment would 
prohibit the application of tariff concessions 
on an agricultural commodity under price 
support unless the sale price of that com- 
modity when imported exceeds the domestic 
support price for it. The fourth amendment 
specifies that tariff concessions granted in 
trade agreements concluded in the future 
shall not be extended to the Soviet Union 
or its satellites. This provision would 
abrogate the most-favored-nation principle 
which the United States has a 
followed in foreign trade for years an 
which it has advocated in all dealings with 
other nations. 

The bill was sent to the Senate, where it 
was referred to its Committee on Finance. 
This Committee is holding hearings on this 
bill now; and together with other American 
organizations interested in international 
trade, the Council will support a simple 
extension of the Act for three years without 
these crippling amendments.

OF 1951—H.R. 1535, The Customs Simplifica- 
tion Act of 1951, was introduced in the

AGRICULTURE-IMPORT ORDER- ffec- 
tive January 15, 1951, the U. S. Department 
oft Agriculture removed the following items 
from the controls of its Agriculture-Import 
Order: lard compounds and lard substitutes; 
edible and denatured sunflower oil; crude 
and retined cottonseed oil (except butter 
oil); sunflower seed; soybeans; combina- 
tions and mixtures of animal, vegetable, or 
mineral oils. Accordingly, a prior authoriza- 
tion from the Department is no longer re- 
quired for the importation of these com- 
modities into the United States 
DEMURRAGE CHARGES —The continuing 
congestion at many ports in the country 
resulting from increased imports and the 
understaffing of the Customs Field Service 
has raised the problem of demurrage 
charges assessed against importers who, 
through no fault of their own, cannot re- 
move their cargo from piers because of 
customs or other government requirements. 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 


CHEESE—On August 16, 1950, the Food 
and Drug Administration issued a final order 
amending the definitions and standards of 
identity of cheddar cheese, washed curd 
cheese, and colby cheese, and establishing 
definitions and standards of identity for 
many other important varieties of cheeses, 
processed cheese, cheese fvods, cheese 
spreads, and related foods. These amended 
or new definitions and standards of identity 
become effective on February 24, 1951, ex- 
cept those for asiago medium cheese, sap 
sago cheese, and the hard cheeses, which 
become effective May 24, 1951, and those 
for parmesan cheese, and asiago old cheese, 
which become effective August 24, 1951. On 
February 9, 1951, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration issued a final order establish- 
ing definitions and standards of identity 
for cream cheese mixed with other foods 
and for pasteurized neufchatel cheese 
mixed with other foods. These become ef- 
fective August 16, 1951. 

ORANGE MARMALADE—The U. SS. De- 
partment of Agriculture has issued the text

tention of the U. S. Maritime Administra- 
tion. This agency now points out that on 
the basis of Finding No. 4 in Docket 659 
carriers can (after the expiration of free 
time), charge demurrage at the rate ap- 
plicable to the first demurrage period so 
long as importers are unable to remove 
their cargo because of delays of this type. 
The Maritime Administration also points out 
that carriers have the authority to refrain 
from imposing the penalty rates provided 
for the second and subsequent demurrage 
periods without further orders from the 
Administration. 

SURPLUS PROPERTY—Under the provi- 
sions of Public Law 152, Slst Congress, the 
Secretary of Commerce has determined that 
the importation into the United States of 
all non-agricultural items of United States 
surplus property left abroad after’ the 
termination of World War II would be 
beneficial to the economy of the United 
States at the present time. Without such 
a tinding by the Secretary of Commerce, 
war surplus of this type cannot be brought 
back to the United States. In view of this 
determination, he has authorized collectors 
of customs to permit entry for consumption 
for such war surplus, and to release such 
surplus if it is in the United States under 
bond or in a foreign trade zone. In addi- 
tion, the Bureau of Customs has authorized 
eoliectors to release all importers” of 
further liabilities under the terms of their 
bonds they have given for such property up 
to and including January 9, 1951. 


IMPORTED COMMODITIES 
Marmalade it proposes to adopt. If they are 
made effective, these will be the first stand- 
ards to be issued for this commodity, and 
they will apply to imported as well as to 
domestic orange marmalade. In addition, 
compliance with the requirements of these 
proposed standards shalt not excuse failure 
to comply with the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. Written 
data, views or arguments for consideration 
in connection with these proposed standards 
should be filed in duplicate with the Chief, 
Processed Products Standardization and In- 
spection Division, Fruit and Vegetable 
Branch, Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D. C., not later than March 
16, 1951. 

HOOK RUGS—On March 30, 1950, the U. 8S. 
Customs Court rendered a decision in a 
classification case published as Abstract 
54164. This case involved hook rugs pro- 
duced in Mexico by looping wool 
through a stenciled cotton fabric base. 
collector at San Francisco classified them 
under the provisions of paragraph 1117(c), 


This problem has 
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Tariff Act of 1980, for “All other floor cover- 
ings, inctuding mats and druggets, wholly 
or in chief value of wool, not specially pro- 
vided for * * * valued at more than 40 
cents per square foot” now dutiable at 40% 
ad valorem. The importer claimed that these 
rugs are classifiable under paragraph 
1116(a), which provides for “Oriental, Ax-

Court decided in favor of the importer, 
holding that these rugs are handmade 
urticles, within the class of merchandise 
included under the provision “other carpets, 
rugs, and mats, not made on a power-driven 
loom” in paragraph 1116(a). After it was 
rendered, the Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of customs asked the Bureau of 
Customs to limit the effect of this decision 
to the particular rugs involved in the case 
tried before the Customs Court, because he 
proposes to present to the court a new case 
vn the issue covered in Abstract 54164. The 
Sureau of Customs acceded to this request 
and has issued T. D. 52635, requiring col- 
sectors to continue to classify hook rugs in

the same time, stimulates ordinary ship- 
ments into the port. 

Other great stimuli to foreign commerce 
of inestimable benefit to New Orleans are 
International House and_ International 
Trade Mart.

Commerce Department, to the development 
of business for the Port of New Orleans. 
Periodically, it organizes groups of men 
with wide experience in all phases of 
foreign trade to visit key centers in its 
hinterland area. On these trips, with the 
active cooperation of the various local 
Chambers of Commerce, Foreign Trade 
Clinics are conducted and attended by 
large numbers of persons. 

These clinics are strictly business ses- 
sions and such trimmings as_ cocktail 
parties and banquets are eliminated. Their 
purpose is to demonstrate that there is, 
essentially, not much difference in engag- 
ing in foreign trade than in domestic trade 
and that many fertile markets are avail- 
able in foreign fields. 

The clinics have been instrumental in 
creating a greater degree of foreign trade 
consciousness in the areas for which New 
Orleans serves as port-gateway and has 
resulted in many firms entering the foreign 
trade field for the first time. 

Comprising the New Orleans group that 
conducts such clinics are bankers, export- 
ers, importers, foreign forwarders, cus- 
toms brokers, port authorities and others. 
These men take time out from their own 
businesses and pay their own expenses, 
their principal reward coming from the 
realization that they are helping to build 
business for the Port of New Orleans, the 
principal economic lifeline of our city. 

In recent vears the New Orleans Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been joined in its 
foreign trade promotional efforts by such 
new institutions as International House 
and the International Trade Mart. Ali 
of these organizations work in close co- 
ordination with the port authorities to 
promote foreign trade through the Port 
of New Orleans. 

A. E. Pradillo, manager of the Cham- 
ber’s Foreign Commerce Department, is 
secretary of the Consular Corps in New 
Orleans, and this close relationship affords 
the opportunity for quickly adjusting and 
straightening out many difficulties and red 
tape in connection with foreign trade. 

The New Orleans Chamber maintains 
close contact with other Chambers of Com- 
merce and trade organizations in various 
parts of the United States and in other 
countries. It compiles and makes avail- 
able statistics in world trade. An im- 
portant service rendered is that of secur- 
ing representation for United States firms 
in foreign countries and representation of 
foreign concerns in this country.

PROPOSED REVENUE BILL 
OF 1951 


A memorandum has been issued entitled 
“Proposed Revenue Bill of 1951—Statement 
in Behalf of the National Foreign Trade 
Council” presented by a representative of 
NFTC during a hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, House of Repre- 
sentatives, February 9, 1951. The proposals 
contained in the statement concern taxation 
of income arising from foreign trade or 
business, 


PROPERTY IN ALLIED OR 
NEUTRAL COUNTRIES SEIZED OR 
BLOCKED AS ENEMY PROPERTY 


The Department of State has requested 
that American claimants who have interests 
in property in Allied or neutral countries 
which has been seized or blocked as enemy 
property, “* * * submit information thereon 
as early as possible to the Departinent.” 

At the same time, it was announced that 
the Brussels Agreement concerning German 
external assets, signed by the United States 
December 5, 1947, entered into force Febru- 
ary 1, 1951. This agreement entitled, “An 
Agreement Relating to the Resolution of 
Conflicting Claims to German Enemy As- 
sets” has been signed by the United States, 
Belgium, Canada, Denmark, Luxembourg 
and the Netherlands. Basically, it provides 
for the settlement of disputes in which: 

1. Two countries claim the same German 
external asset; or 

2. One country claims that certain prop- 
erty is a German external asset, and a na- 
tional or a non-enemy country claims an 
interest in this property. (See NFTC Bul- 
letin 1370.) 

Copies of the agreement are available on 
request. 

At the time the Brussels Agreement was 
signed, the Department of State announced 
that it would come into force “as soon as 
Congress approved * * *".

TURKEY—FEach parcel post package for Turkey must have enclosed a combined 
certificate of origin and consular invoice, which must be certified by a chamber of com- 
merce or other trade organization or by a notary public, and be legalized by a Turkish 
consul, 

CANADA—According to information received from the Postal Administration of 
Canada, the prohibition placed by the Canadian Department of Agriculture against the 
importation of poultry eggs has been removed. ges for hatching must be packed in new, 
clean containers and must be accompanied by a certificate issued by a veterinarian of the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry, or one issued by a State veterinarian and 
endorsed by a veterinarian of that Bureau, stating that to the best of his knowled#e, the 
eves come from a fleck that is free from Newce astle disease, fowl pest, or fowl] typhoid. 
Poultry, including baby chicks, is still prohibited to Canada. 

CHINA AND TIBET—In accordance with action taken by the Office of International 
Trade, Department of Commerce, commercial papers for China and Tibet now come under 
the category of matter acceptable without export licenses (technical data excluded), but it 
is the responsibility of the mailers to determine from the Office of International Trade or 
from a Commerce Department field office what is classed as technical data or what com- 
modities require an export license, and to comply with the regulations governing exporta- 
tion of such material. 

MEXNICO—A large variety of items require import permits to be obtained by the ad- 
dressee in Mexico, when the value of the shipment is 100 Mexican pesos or over, Informae 
tion as to what articles require import licenses, and as to rates of Mexican Customs duty, 
may be obtained from the American Republics Division, Office of International Trad 
Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., or from any regional or district oftice 0 
that Department. 


EXPORTS TO USSR REQUIRE LICENSES 
All commercial exports from the United States to the U. S. S. R. and its European 
satellites will require validated licenses beginning March 2, 1951.

The purpose of the order, OIT officials emphasized, is not to place a complete embargo 
on all shipments to the Soviet Bloc, but to enable OIT to know in advance what shipments 
are proposed to those areas, and to deny export licenses where appropriate in the national 
nterest. 

Shipments of items in short supply in the United States or having important strategic 
significance—items on the so-called Positive List—have always required validated licenses 
for export to all European destinations, including the Soviet Bloc. U. S. exports to the Bloc, 
including shipments which did not previously require a validated license, have been 
progressively reduced over the past three years, the total dropping from about $125 million 
in 1948 to less than a quarter of that volume in 1950. During the latter months of 1950 
shipments were significahtly below the annual rate. 

Although the current volume of U. S. exports to that area is small, all proposed exports 
will be reviewed individually to assure full information on and advance review of intended 
shipments. In this way there will be opportunity to prevent or limit any shipment which 
might be contrary to the national interest. 

The new reculation applies not only to exports from the United States, but also to 
shipments of foreign origin from U. S. foreign-trade zones or passing in transit through 
the United States to destinations in the Soviet Bloc. 

The new regulations affect shipments to all destinations in Subgroup A: Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Estonia, Germany (Russia Zone only), Hungary, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland and Danzig, Rumania, and the U.S.S.R. Subgroup A also includes China, 
Manchuria and North Korea: but these areas are already subject to validated license 
requirements for all commercial shipments. 


DOCUMENTATION ON SHIPMENTS TO COLOMBIA 


The requirement of the Colombian Office of Exchange Control that copies of all import 
licenses be sent to Colombian Consulates in the country of shipment for their information 
has been suspended, according to the U. S. Embassy in Bogota. An extra copy of the 
import license had been required by Circular No. 14/45411 dated November 20, 1950, of the 
Office of Exchange Control. The circular instructed the Consulates not to authorize the 
shipment of merchandise covered by import licenses issued after November 19 if the 
Consulate had not received the corresponding information copies of the licenses. These 
copies were sent to the Consulates bv the local Exchange Control offices. 

At the time that Circular No. 14/45411 was Issued, the loca! Exchange Control offices 
in Colombia were instructed to require all applicants for import licenses to specify the 
ports or other cities through which shipments would be made so that copies of the licenses 
could be sent to the appropriate Consulates. Difficulties developed because Colombian 
importers often did not know through which Consulate their orders would be shipped and 
automatically indicated either New York or San Francisco. Shippers presenting licenses 
for such shipments at other Colombian Consulates for certification were then unable to 
make shipment because the Consulates did not have the information copies of their licenses.

BOLIVIA REVISES LIST OF PROHIBITED IMPORTS 

The list of articles prohibited importation into Bolivia has been revised by a Supreme 
Decree of January 11, 1951, which annuls article 3 of Supreme Decree No. 1983 of April 
8, 1950, koverning prohibited items, according to a report from the U. S. Embassy in La Paz. 
This action reffeets Bolivia's improved foreie@n-exchange position. Such items important to 
the national economy as portland cement, coffee, preserved foods, woolen textiles, women’s 
underclothing, leather shoes except men's, and other articles formerly prohibited are now 
permitted impertation, 


ICELAND EXTENDS FREE LIST FOR IMPORTS 
A number of commodities have been added to the OFEC “free list" for imports into 
leeland, according to an announcement of the Icelandic Economic Board. Now included in 
the free list are thread, duck, sheeting and flannelette of cotton; flax thread, jute bagging, 
bags for packing, sewing needles. zippers, and buttons 
However, it is illegal to mport into Iceland goods that have not been paid for in 
advance or for which foreign exchange has not been specifically allocated by a local bank.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the participating E.C.A. European Program 
countries, including Turkey, increased from $244.1 million in November to $272.3 million In 
December, a value about 19% above the January-September 1950 monthly average of $228.9 
million but approximately 16% below the $323.8 million monthly average for 1949. Exports 
to Italy rose from $21.8 million in November to $358.4 million in December, representing the 
iargest increase in exports to countries included under this program. During the same 
period, exports to Belgium and Luxembourg rose from $21.1 to $26.3 million. Exports to 
other countries included under this program registered minor changes from November to 
December. 

United States general imports from the participating E.C.A. European Program coun- 
tries, including Turkey, decreased from $154.2 million in November to $143.0 miliion in 
December. However, December imports were approximately 60% above the January- 
September 1950 monthly average of $89.4 million and about 104% higher than the $70.2 
million monthly average for 194%. Lmports from the United Kingdom showed the most 
important decrease, falling from $42.6 million in November to $32.8 million in December. 
Imports from other countries included under the program registered much smaller changes 
during this period. (F.T. 951)

Synopsis of Recent Decisions

APER BOXES — EASTER ORNAMENTS 

—WANUFACTURES OF PAPER: The 
imported merchandise consisted of Faster 
ornaments of paper, made in the form of 
chicks, rabbits, ducks and the like, so con- 
structed that they all come apart in one 
manner or another, some being split in the 
middle, others having a removable base or 
head, and all being hollow. Duty was as- 
sessed at 35% under paragraph 1413 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as manufactures of paper, 


not specially provided for. The importer 
protested, claiming that these articles 
should be classified as “boxes, composed 


chief value of paper, papier- 
mache or paper board, and not specially 
provided for”, and subject to duty at the 
rate of 17%% under the same paragraph, as 
modified by the Genetal Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, T.D. 51802, 

The importer’s witness testified that his 
company manufactured boxes in the shape 
of firecrackers, hatchets, hearts; boxes 
which were oblong, oval, and round. 

The Court found that “while, in the strict 
sense, a box is ordinarily a receptacle or 
container with four sides, a bottom, and a 
cover, in the broad sense, the word em- 
braces containers, receptacles, and cases in 
many other shapes and forms... . It cannot 
be denied that the merchandise here in- 
volved falls within that general description. 
Each of these articles is capable of use as a 
container of candy; and each of these ar- 
ticles has a base or bottom and a cover or 
lid. It would seem to follow, therefore, that 
the articles at issue are boxes, within the 
common meaning of that term.” The Court 
therefore held that the imported merchan- 
dise consisted of boxes, and upheld the im-

ussessed with duty at 25% under paragraph 
5 of the Tariff Act of 1930. The importer 
claimed that the merchandise should be 
classified as zine in slabs, dutiable at %¢ 
per pound, either directly under paragraph 
394 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended by 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, T.D, 51802, or within the provisions 
of paragraph 1559, either by similitude or 
as nonenumerated articles composed of two 
or more materials. 

The Court found that, although the im 
ported zine alloy is composed of chemical 
everything in the world a 
mixture or combination of chemical ele- 
ments. “Of greatest importance herein is the 
testimony that in commercial and industrial 
practice (both productionwise and _ sales- 
wise), metals, chemicals, and plastics are 
handled in separate and distinct categories; 
that zine is a chemical and also a metal; 
and that the present merchandise is not a 
combination or a mixture of chemical ele- 
ments, but an alloy of metals, mechanically, 
not chemically, mixed”, 

The Court further found that the im- 
ported merchandise “is a zine alloy, made 
up of four different metallic elements, de- 
liberately mixed to definite proportions, 
producing a die-casting material that is 
actually an article of commerce, recognized 
in industry under the patented name ‘Za- 
mak’. These facts are sufficient to invoke par- 
agraph 397 of the Tariff Act of 1930 ..., as 
it includes provisions for articles or wares, 
not specially provided for, in chief value of 
zine, and not plated with platinum, gold, or 
silver, or colored with gold lacquer.” The 
Court therefore found that the imported 
zine alloy should be classified under para- 
graph 397. (M. W. Zack Metal Company v. 
United States, Protest 153261-K, decided 
February 28, 1951. Opinion by J. Cole.)

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UNITED STATES COURT OF CUSTOMS 


RADAR EQUIPMENT — INSTRUMENT 
FOR MEASURING DISTANCE — OTHER 
ARTICLES SUITABLE FOR PRODUCING, 
RECTIF YING, CONTROLLING, OR DIS- 
TRIBUTING ELECTRICAL ENERGY: The 
imported merchandise, consisting of a set 
of radar equipment, was classified by the 
collector under paragraph 368(a)(1 and 2) 
of the Tariff Act of 1930 as a “mechanism, 
device, or instrument intended or suitable 
for measuring .. . distance”, dutiable at 
the rate of $4.50 plus 65°. The importer 
protested, claiming that the merchandise 
was dutiable under paragraph 353, as 
amended by the Kingdom Trade 
Agreement (T.D. g at 25%. as “all 
other articles suitable for producing, rec- 
tifving, modifying, controlling, or distrib- 
uting electrical energy .. .” 

The agreed facts were that the equipment 
is a surface warning radar set, whose pri- 
mary function is to aid in the detection of 
surface craft within a relatively small 
range, and to give fairly accurate informa- 
tion about their range and bearing. The 
equipment cannot discern targets at less 
than 250 yards. Bearing accuracy of the 
equipment is subject to a plus or minus de- 
viation of 2°, that is, plus or minus 200 
yards on the 6,000 yard range, and plus or 
minus 500 yards or better on the 30,000 yard 
range. Range measurements, i.e., distance 
Measurements obtained with this radar 
equipment for targets approximately 6,000 


AND PATENT APPEALS—Continued 
yards distance are subject to 6.6% error, 
und for targets approximately 30,000 yards 
distance are subject to 3.3% error. Subject 
to the indicated errors, the radar will give 
a measure of both the distance to and direc- 
tion of a target from which a signal is 
reradiated. 

The Court stated that “We believe that 
paragraph (368) was intended to apply to 
instruments designed to provide more ac- 
curate measurements than can be made by 
the instant device. ... From an analysis of 
the evidence, we find the involved radar 
does not give accurate or exact information, 
but provides the kind described as ‘fairly 
accurate’... .. From the evidence in the rec- 
ord, we believe the primary function of the 
subject device is to deteet objects, rather 
than to measure distances, although at the 
same time we are fully aware of the im- 
portance of the latter function, no matter 
how inaccurately it may operate in this re- 
spect. However, we do not feel that the ad- 
mitted errors to which it is susceptible in 
estimating or measuring distances will per- 
mit us to bring it within that degree of ac- 
curacy which we feel is required by the ar- 
ticles enumerated in paragraph 368... .” 
The Court concluded that the imported 
radar equipment properly comes within the 
provisions of paragraph 353. (United States 
v. United Geophysical Company, Appeal No. 
4650 from C.D. 1238. Decided March 6, 1951. 
Opinion by J. Worley.) 


UNITED STATES CUSTOMS COURT—APPRAISEMENT 


SUCH OR SIMILAR MERCHANDISE— 
SULPHATE WRAPPING BOARD — CON- 
TAINER BOARD: The imported merchan- 
dise consisted of sulphate wrapping paper, 
conceded to be test or container board, It 
was entered at the invoice price, Which was 
the export value, and was appraised on the 
basis of the foreign value, which was high- 
er than the entered value. From this ap- 
praisement the importer appealed for re- 
appraisement. 

The importer and a competitor of his vis- 
ited Finland in 1945 for the purpose of pur- 
chasing paper suitable for the manufacture 
of corrugated containers. They ordered the 
paper, which, because of governmental ship- 
ping regulations in the United States, was 
required to meet rigid tests with respect to 
thickness, strength test and finish. Al- 
though container board was manufactured 
in Finland, the specifications did not meet 
the United States requirements, and the 
paper ordered by the importer was manu- 
factured to meet the specifications. The 
manufacturer testified that it was willing 
to sell the same paper at the same price to 
anyone for export to the United States, but 
that no other inquiries for this paper were 
received from other United States import- 
ers, and no other sales or offers for sale 


were made for export to the United States. 
Paper meeting the specifications of the im- 
ported paper was not manufactured for or 
sold for domestic consumption in Finland. 

The Court stated that “It is true that... 
the ultimate use of the material produced 
for consumption in Finland was the same as 
that of the imported merchandise, in that 
both types of test or container board were 
used in the manufacture of corrugated con- 
tainers. But it seems to me that a similarity 
in ultimate use does not really obtain if a 
buyer cannot accept one article, for the 
purpose for which he intends the other, in 
instances where his refusal to do so is pre- 
dicated upon some governmental regulation 
or restriction, the peculiar demands of the 
marekt which he supplies, or the process of 
manufacture to which the article must sub- 
sequently be subjected. ... Here the pros- 
pective purchasers legitimately rejected the 
alternate article because it could not be 
used as a substitute for the material they 
were seeking. It matters not that the mer- 
chandise they were seeking might have 
served as a substitute in Finland for the 
manufacture of corrugated containers .. ., 
so long as the converse of that proposition,

CUSTOMS REGULATION AMENDED—EXPORTATION BY MAIL 

To insure compliance with export control requirements, sections 9.11 (a) and 18.25 
), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 9.11 (a) and 18.25 (a)), as amended by T. 
570, are hereby further amended as follows: 

Section 9.11 (a) is amended by deleting the third, fourth, and fifth sentences and 
substituting the following: 

Export entries or withdrawals for exportation, as the case may be, shall be filed for 
such articles, if the articles were imported otherwise than by mail, or if they were 
imported in the mails and (1) the articles would be subject to formal entry if entered 
for consumption, or (2) they are readdressed to a new addressee in any foreign country 
except Canada.

The following is a copy of customs procedures with respect to merchandise of 
Chinese or Korean origin of the Foreign Assets Control regulations (title 31, Code of 
Federal Regulations, chapter v, part 500). (C/L) 


The Foreign Assets Control Regulations, 31 CFR 500.101-500.807, 15 F. R. 9040, are 
hereby amended by the addition of the following section. 

Section 500,.80N) Customs Procedures—Merchandise of Chinese or Korean origin, 

(a) Collectors of customs after March 7, 1951, shall not accept or allow any: 

a) Entry for consumption (including any appraisement entry but excluding other 
informal entries); 

a Entry for immediate exportation; 

Entry for transportation and exportation; 
Withdrawal from warehouse; 
Transfer or withdrawal from a foreign-trade zone, or 

(6) Manipulation or manufacture in a warehouse or in a foreign-trade zone. 

With respect to merchandise arriving in the United States from any country after that 
date if the country of origin of such merchandise is China (except Formosa) or North 
Korea until 

A specific license pursuant to this chapter is presented, or 
The provisions of paragraph (e) of this section shall have been complied with, or 
Instructions from the Foreign Assets Control either directly or through the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York authorizing the transaction are received. 

(b) Whenever a specific license is presented to a collector of customs in accordance 
with this section, two additional legible copies of the entry, withdrawal or other 
appropriate document with respect to the merchandise involved shall be filed with the 
eollector of customs at the port where the transaction is to take place. Each copy of any 
such entry, withdrawal or other appropriate document including the two additional copies, 
shall bear plainly on its face the number of the license pursuant to which it is filed. The 
original copy of the specific license shall be presented to the collector in respect of each 
such transaction and shall bear a notation in ink by the licensee or person presenting the 
license showing the description, quantity, and value of the merchandise to be entered, 
withdrawn or otherwise dealt with. This notation should be so placed and so written 
that there will exist no possibility of confusing it with anything placed on the license at 
the time of its issuance. If the license in fact authorizes the entry, withdrawal or other 
transaction with regard to the merchandise the collector, or other authorized customs 
employee, shall verify the notation by signing or initialing it after first assuring himself 
that it accurately describes the merchandise it purports to represent. The license shall 
thereafter be returned to the person presenting it and the two additional copies of the 
entry, withdrawal or other appropriate document shall be forwarded by the collector to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 

(e)(4) The collector of customs at any port at which merchandise is to be entered 
or withdrawn pursuant to the terms of a specific license may waive the requirement of 
presentation of the original copy of such license provided that: 

(i) The person presenting the entry or withdrawal presents to the collector an 
affidavit stating: 

(a) Facts indicating that it would be a hardship for him to present the original 
copy of the license, and 

(b>) That the entry or withdrawal is one of a large number which are to be made 
pursuant to the same license, and 

(e) That all the entries or withdrawals are to be made at the same port; and 

(ii) The collector receiving such an affidavit is satisfied that the circumstances in 
fact warrant the waiver; and 

(iii) There is presented to the collector either a photostatic copy of the original 
license or a cony of the license signed by the officer who issued and signed the original. 

If such waiver is granted, the collector shall retain the copy of the license presented 
to him and shall note on it. or cause to he noted on it, the description, quantity, and value 
of all merchandise entered or withdrawn from time to time pursuant to the authority 
therein contained 

When such waiver is granted and all the merchandise authorized to be entered or 
withdrawn under a specifie license has been entered or withdrawn, the copy of the license 
on file with the collector shall be endorsed to indicate this fact and shall be forwarded to 
the Federal Reserve Rank of New York. When a license expires, unless it is renewed and 
the collector is advised of its renewal. any conv thereof which is on file with the collector 
shall he endorsed to show the expiration and shall be forwarded to the Federal Reserve 
Rank of New York

You will note that all non-agricultural items of foreign excess property originally 
procured for defense purposes may now be imported without restriction. , 

In view of this determination you are hereby authorized to release all importers of 
further liabilities under the terms of their bonds given under T. Ds. 51304 and 51875 with 
respect to non-agricultural foreign excess property which was originally procured for 
defense purposes if said property was being held or used in compliance with the terms of 
said bonds up to and including January 9, 1951. (C/L 2729) 


EXCESS PROPERTY FABRICATED FROM CRITICAL MATERIALS 

Determination by the Secretary of Commerce under section 402 of Public Law 152, 
Sist Congress, and Foreign Excess Property Order 1, as amended August 23, 1950. 

Whereas, the President of the United States on December 16, 1950, proclaimed a State 
of National Emergency, and announced “a very rapid speed-up in the production of military 
equipment”; and 

Whereas, the production of equipment for the defense of the United States will require 
large quantities of materials already in short supply, including but not limited to steel, 
non-ferrous metals, natural and synthetic rubber and other materials; and 

Whereas, large quantities of foreign excess property originally procured for defense 
purposes still remain overseas, having been declared surplus to the needs of the Govern- 
ment Owning agencies. Much of this property has been sold to civilian purchasers, and 
can be put to civilian use in this country, thus obviating the consumption of critically 
short materials in new production for civilian use and conserving such materials for 
defense production; and 

Whereas, foreign excess property may not be imported into the United States, pursuant 
to Section 402 of Public Law 152, 8lst Congress, unless the Secretary of Commerce (in the 
case of non-agricultural property) “determines that the importation of such property 
would relieve domestic shortages or otherwise be beneficial to the economy of this country.” 

Now, therefore, pursuant to said section 402 of Public Law 152, S8lst Congress, and 
Foreign Excess Property Order 1, as amended August 23, 1950, the Secretary of Commerce 
hereby determines: 

The importation into the United States of non-agricultural foreign excess property 
procured for the use of the armed services or other purposes of defense and fabricated 
from materials now in short supply or required for forthcoming defense production, will 
be beneficial to the economy of this country. 

401.100 Excess property tabricated from critical materials. (a) This section shall 
apply to non-agricultural items of foreign excess property fabricated for defense use in 
whole or in part from critical materials. 

(b) The Collectors of Customs at the several ports of entry are hereby authorized 
to permit the entry for consumption of such foreign excess property. If doubt exists as 
to the admissibility of an item, the Foreign Excess Property Officer shall be consulted 
by the Collector of Customs before entry is allowed. 

de) <All of the commodities coming within the foregoing classification now in the 
United States under bond or in foreign trade zones may be released immediately or 
entered in the regular manner under this determination. 

(d) No application need be made to the Secretary of Commerce or to his delegated 
representative, the Foreign Excess Property Officer, Office of Industry and Commerce, 
Department of Commerce to import any such property.

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchanaise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of custome officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise; 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, dated February 13, 1951, which is self- 
explanatory. You shall comply with the request of the Deputy Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue in the matter. (C/L 2731) 

“This office is undertaking a study of brandies produced and aeees from regions in France, 
other than Cognac and Armagnac, for the purpose of determining whether such brandies, in all 
respects, meet the quality and maturity standards prescribed by regulations issued under the 
provisions of Section 5(é€) of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act. 

“It would accordingly be appreciated if you issue appropriate instructions to your Collectors 
at each Port of Entry to forward to the Bureau one sample (not smaller than D/E Quart) from 
— lot of French brandy, other than Cognac or Armagnac, offered for entry into the United 

tates. 

“The sample, identified by entry number and the name of the importer, should be trans- 
mitted to the Bureau of Internal Revenue, Washington 25, D. C., attention Laboratory Division. 

“It would be appreciated if a photostat of the age certificate, covering the lot of brandy 
represented by the sample, might also be stnclasilonien to the Bureau, attention AT :BP.”

The time zone and exact standard time of acceptance shall be noted on each such 
entry and warehouse withdrawal for consumption and shall be recorded on the quota 
reports of collectors of customs. 

The quota status for duty purposes of all entries and withdrawals accepted on and 
after March 5 will be determined as soon as possible after receipt of complete reports 
from collectors and comptrollers of customs. (C/L 2732)

Pursuant to the authority conferred by section 306 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (46 Stat. 
689, 19 U. S. C. 1306) and section 2 of the act of February 2, 1903, as amended (32 Stat. 
792, as amended, 21 U. S. C. 111), § 94.1 of the regulations relating to prohibitions and 
restrictions upon importations of certain animals and products because of rinderpest, 
foot-and-mouth disease, fowl pest (fowl plague), and Newcastle disease (avian pneue 
moencephalitis) (15 F. R. 6907), is hereby amended by removing the words “except 
Colombia”®™ after “all the countries of South America” as 1 have determined that foot-and- 
mouth disease now exists in Colombia and have so notified the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The primary effect of the amendment is to prohibit the importation of cattle, sheep, 
other domestic ruminants and swine, and fresh, chilled or frozen beef, veal, mutton, lamb, 
and pork, and meat and meat products of wild ruminants and swine from Colombia, and 
to prohibit or restrict the importation of certain other meats and products and dressed 
poultry from Colombia. The protection of the livestock interests of the United States 
demands that this amendment be made effective at the earliest possible moment. Accord- 
ingly, pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), it is 
found upon good cause that notice and publie procedure on this amendment are im- 
practicable and contrary to the nublic interest, and good cause is found for making the 
umendment effective less than 36 days after its publication in the Federal Register. Such 
notice and hearing are not required by any other statute. 

This amendment shall become effective Jan, 19, 1951.

American market, was clearly established. 
. . . Moreover, it would appear that there 
exists a substantial difference in value be- 
tween the Finnish home product and the 
instant merchandise.” The “Court therefore 
@ecided that the merchandise sold in Fin- 
land for domestic consumption is not simi- 
lar to the imported merchandise, and that 
no foreign value existed. 

The Court further found that there was 
fnsufficient evidence to establish an export 
value for the merchandise, and that “the 
circumstances surrounding (the) purchases 
are more consistent with the conclusion 
that they were sales privately negotiated, 
than that they were the result of a free 


ket of the country of exportation. ... While 
it is well established that a single sale may, 
as a matter of law, suffice to support an 
export value, ... it must also appear that 
‘such a sale accords with a free offering at 
that price.’ The record in this case clearly 
negatives such a finding.” , 

The Court therefore held that there is no 
export value for such or similar merchan- 
dise, and that, inasmuch as there was no 
foreign value, the appeal should be restored 
to the docket for proof of United States 
value or cost of production, as the case may 
be.

Trade Mart was first opened to the 
public in 1948, there was considerable 
speculation over first, the validity of such 
an institution in the merchandising field, 
and whether the Mart would be accepted 
as an orthodox medium for buying and 
selling. 
Never before had a permanent merchan- 


dising center been erected for the specific | 


purpose of serving foreign trade. As a 
“first” in its class, International Trade 
Mart had a task of proving to do. 


The good name acquired by the Mart 
in both foreign and domestic circles dur- 
ing the past two years is the best indication 
that it has been accepted. While the 
Mart has carried on intensive and far- 
flung promotional activities since its doors 
opened, the real reason for its success is 
that it serves a need for world traders 
everywhere. In other words, it was the 
unique idea behind the Mart, supported 
by successful commercial relations in both 
import and export fields which assured 
the Mart’s success. 

In the process, five European countries 
have been persuaded to set up centers in 
the Mart for the initiation of import cam- 


paigns designed to increase their markets 
in the Mississippi Valley area. By 1951, 
four European countries—Belgium, Hol- 
land, West Germany and France had set 
up such campaign centers. Italy has also 
contracted for space and its program will 
begin in the near future. The inevitable 
result of these programs has been to in- 
crease the flow of general merchandise 
through the Port of New Orleans into the 
Midcontinent area. As the tempo of for- 
eign commercial activities in New Orleans 
increases, businessmen in an ever-broad- 
ening area will look to the Mart as a 
reliable source of many lines of imported 
merchandise. 

Conversely, the Mart has also contrib- 
uted to the maintenance of a considerable 
movement of U.S. goods to Latin America, 
Many businessmen in South and Central 
America look to the Mart for merchandise, 
and the range of exports through New 
Orleans to those areas is constantly ex- 
panding. 

International Trade Mart has become a 
working symbol of New Orleans’ desire 
to trade with businessmen from all points 
of the world. The degree of its success 
has been measured in the continued prog- 
ress made by the Port of New Orleans in 
processing of general merchandise.

COMMERCIAL V. CERTIFIED INVOICES 


- purposes of making entry, a customary commercial invoice 1 
sole exception was sparkling wines, where the rate of tariff was determined by value 
merchandise for tariff purposes. In the case of alcoholic beverages subject to a specific rate 
of duty, but packaged in unusual containers, on which a duty depending on value was to be 
collected, a certified invoice covering the value of the special containers was required, but 
a commercial invoice for the alcoholic beverage was accepted as satisfactory. 

Since the issuing of the decision on March 13, 1950, there has been considerable corre 
spondence between the Association and the Bureav of Customs on the question as to 
whether commercial invoices would be accepted in lieu of certified invoices for certain 
transactions between the importer, the shipper, and a purchaser in this country, other than 
the importer controlling the sale of the particular item in the United States. The Bureau of 
Customs, under date of January 24, 1951, has advised the Association of its views With 
respect to the various matters discussed. The Bureau has ruled that in the case of a sale by a 
primary to a secondary importer, the commercial invoice issued by the foreign shipper to 
the primary importer is the invoice required for custums entry purposes. The Bureau infer- 
entially rules that a commercial invoice issued by the primary importer to the secondary 
importer would not be accepted for entry purposes. 

The Bureau also rules that when alcoholic beverages are imported in unusual contain- 
ers dutiable at an ad valorem rate, the separate dutiable containers must be covered by 
‘certified invoice if the value of such containers exceeds $160.00 unless such unusuzi con- 
tuiners are exempt under section 8.15(a) of the regulations, (Letter Neo. 173) 


MARKING OF PACKAGES OF LIGUOR 

Under the provisions of 18 U.S.C. 1263, packages containing liquors must be marked on 
the outside cover to show the name of the consignee, the nature of the contents, and the 
quantity contained therein. 

The attention of this office has been called to the fact that the Deputy Collector of 
Customs in New York posted a notice on the bulletin board in the Customs House which 
points out that on LT. entries the name of the consignee in second state to which ship- 
ments have been made has in many instances not been marked on the cases and that in the 
future when shipping liquor to another consignee in another state, the name of such eon- 
siznee will have to be marked on the container 

Upon investigation as to why this provision of law is receiving special attention, we 
find that the collectors of customs located in the district of the ultimate consignee have 
apparently been referring such matters to the office of the district attorney for action. This 
section of the law provides that the liquor involved in failure to mark the containers in 
this manner is subject to seizure and forfeiture. In order to avoid the penalties or the 
preceedings which are necessary to be taken in order that such penalties may be re mitted 
or mitigated, importers are urged to follow closely the instructions of the Deputy Collector 
at New York and mark on the outside of all containers the name of the new consignee in 
the second state to which the liquors are being shipped. (Letter No. 173) ‘

CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION 


Pending ‘Tax Bill. Hearings were opened before the Committee on Ways and Means, of 
the House of Representatives, by Secretary Snyder of the Treasury Department, on Febru- 
ary 5, 1951, at which time, among recommendations made to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee were the fellowing proposals on alcoholic beverages:

The Association has notified the Chairman of the Committee on Ways and Means of its 
desire to offer testimony when hearings are held with respect to excise taxes on alcoholic 
beverages. 

H.R. 137 was introduced January 3, 1951, and has been reported by the Ways and Means 
Committee. This bill would provide for the issuance of basic permits under the FAA Act on 
a yearly basis and it would make it possible for basic permits to be revoked as well as te 
be suspended for first violations. The bill passed the House in the last Congress but has not 
yet come up for action by the House of Representatives in this Congress. A companion bill 
containing the same provisions, S. 22, has been introduced in the Senate by Senator McCarron. 

H.R. 1535 is the Customs Simplification Act which Was introduced by Congressman 
Doughton. This bill contains a provision to amend section 2800(a)(1) of the Interna) 
Revenue Act to provide for the payment of internal revenue taxes on a proof gallon basis 
only. The bill has been referred to the Ways and Means Committee and it is expected that 
hearings will be held by the Committee, but not until after the tax bill has received the 
attention of Congress. This probably means that no hearings will be held on the customs 
simplification bill until summer. 

H.R. 1612, Trade Agreement Act. After extensive hearings, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee reported out H.R. 1612 to extend the Trade Agreements Act for another three vears 
beginning June 1951. The bill, with a number of amendmetts has been passed by the House 
and is now pending before the Senate. (Letter No. 173)

(2) An age certificate issued by the appropriate foreign government must accom- 
pany the goods to show that the minimum age of the brandy is that shown on 
the label, and that that brandy only was used in making the product. a ; 

Presumably, a producer making a cordial or liqueur with «a distilled spirit subject to 
improvement with age, other than brandy, may use the particular ruling under the same 
conditions as set forth. (Letter No. 173) 

“Receipt ie acknowledged of your letter dated January 24, 1951, inquiring whether or not 
it is permissible for a cordial or liqueur made with brandy to carry on the label a statement that 
the distilled spirits used in the cordial or liqueur is brandy of a definite age. You cite as an 
example of such proposed wording the statement ‘the distilled spirits used in this liqueur is au 
8 year old brandy.’ ; 

“It is the eptaion of the Bureau that the use of statements indicating the type and age of 
distilled spirits used in the production of cordials or liqueurs encourages producers of such 
products to use high quality materials in their manufacture. Accordingly, it is the policy of the 
Bureau to permit the use of such statements on labels for cordials or liqueurs. All of the words 
in the statement of distilled spirits used must, however, appear in exactly the same size and 
kind of printing and such printing must be less conspicuous than that used for the actual 
designation of the product.” 


RECORD KEEPING PROVISIONS—G6.C.P.R. 
Members are reminded of the importance of the record keeping provisions of this 
Regulation. Section 16 of the Regulation requires the keeping of the following records’ 
(a) Base period records. (1) You must preserve and keep available for examination 
those records in your possession showing the prices charged by you for the commodities or 
services which you delivered or offered to deliver during the base period, and also sufficient 
records to establish the latest net cost incurred by you prior to the end of the base period 
in purchasing the commodities (if you are a wholesaler or retailer). 
(2) On or before March 1, 1951, you must prepare and preserve a statement showing 
the categories in which you made deliveries and offers for delivery during the base period. 
(3) On or before March 1, 1951, you must prepare and preserve a calling price list, 
showing the commodities in each category (listing each model, type, style and kind) deliv- 
ered or offered for delivery by yeu during the base period, together with a description or 
identification of each such commodity and a statement of the ceiling price. Your ceiling 
price list may refer to an attached price list or catalogue 
(4) You must also prepare and preserve a statement of your customary price differen- 
_tials for terms and conditions of sale and classes of purchasers, which you had in effect 
during the base period. 7 
(b) Current Records. You must prepare and keep available for examination for a 
period of two years, records of the kind which you customarily keep, showing the prices 
which you charge for the commodities or services. In addition, }ou must prepare and pre- 
serve records indicating clearly the base upon which you have determined the ceiling price 
for any commodities or services not delivered by you or offered for delivery during the 
base period. (Bulletin issued by the New York Importers and Distillers Association Inc.)

Investigation No. 4 under Part IIL of Executive Order 10082 of October 5, 1949. 

The United States Tariff Commission on this 23d day of March 1951, under the authority 
of Paragraph 13 of Part IIL of Executive Order 10082 of October 5, 1949, and pursuant to 
the Commission's rules of practice and procedure, hereby announces in investigation, in- 
cluding a public hearing, for the purpose of determining whether, as.a result of unforeseen 
developments and of the concession granted by the United States in the trade agreement 
with Switzerland, as amended, the following articles are being imported in such increased 
quantities and under such conditions as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestie 
industry producing like or directly competitive articles: 

Watches, watch movements, watch eases and all other articles and parts of articles 
classified under paragraph 367, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

On February 13, 1951, the Tariff Commission received an application for an investiga. 
tion, under the escape clause of the Trade Agreement with Switzerland, with respect to 
jewelled watches and watch movements containing seven jewels or more but not more 
than seventeen jewels and parts therefor. This application was filed on behalf of the Elgin 
National Watch Company of Elgin, Illinois, and the Hamilton Watch Company of Lancastef, 
Pennsylvania. The application was subsequently endorsed in a communication received 
March 5, 1951, from the Trustees in Reorganization of the Waltham Watch Company. The 
Tariff Commission after preliminary study of this matter decided to institute a formal in- 
vestigation, but on its own motion extended the scope of the investigation, as indicated 
above, to cover all watches, watch movements, watch cases and all other articles and parts 
of articles classified under paragraph 367, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Hearing.— All parties interested will be given opportunity to be present, to produce 
evidence, and to be heard at a public hearing to be held in the Tariff Commission Building, 
ith and E Streets, N.W., Washington, D. C., at 10 a.m. on the 15th day of May 1951. 

Request to appear.—PVarties desiring to appear at the public hearing should notify the 
Secretary of the Commission in writing at its offices in Washington, D. C., in advance of 
the hearing.
